With what pleasure Governoe Crounse
munt have rend the letter weitten by the
Hon. Bugene Moore, auditor of public
necounts, to Hon. Joseph Garneau, jr.,
commissioner general for the Nebraska
World's Columbian exhibition!

Repeatod protests by the pross and

poople of Nebraska against thecontinua
tion in oMee of Mr. Garneau after he had
demonstrated  hin utter incompetency,
wore tronted with contempt by Governor
Crounse.  Mr, Garneau is a friend of the
family, and though he has  disgraced
Nebraskn, he must be kept in offles
sven when it was unoflicinlly charged
that state money had been wilfully mis-
appropriated by Mr, Garneau, the gov
ernor was serenely indifferent.

Perhaps now, when the suditor Hatly
refuses to imsue warrnnts for some of the
absurd vouchers made out by Mr. Gar
neau, and when the commissioner gen
eral ln shown to have flagrantly violated
the confidence reposed in him, Governor
Crounse may at lust realize that Garnean
in 0 mistake. Perhaps he may even
realize what everybody else has known
for months, that he, Crounse, is just us
much of a mistake ae governor asGinr
neau s as commissioner general,

When it was alleged that certain em
ployos of the state, under the direct
supervision of the state bourd of public
lunds and buildings, had diverted state
money from s proper use, Governor
Crounse, posing as a model of purity and
honor, and general conservator of the
public good, ndvised that proceedings be
commenced against the state oficors
It in oven reported that he asked some
of the officers to reaign.

Now that Auditor Moore has called
attention to Garpeau's “unwarranted
und extravagant expenditures,” and
made it apparent that Garnesu has
deliberately thrown away state money,
perhaps the governor will ask that im
peschment proceedings be commenced
againat himself aa the public officer re

and official acts. Perhaps Crounse will
resign. It is most probable, however,
that Governor Crounse will decide that
what is sauce for the goose is something
entirely different for the gander,

Auditor Moore finds there are about
fifty persons on Mr. Garneau's pay roll;
that the commimsioner purchased, with
out muthority, #192.050 worth of dishes;
that exorbitant salaries are paid, and all
kinds of palpably absurd exponse itema
were authorigzed, and that Mr. Garneau
has deliberately misappropriated the
state's money in many ways. The letter
of the auditor reveals a most shocking
and wanton profligacy in the expenditure
of the public funda.

Garneau ought to have been sum-.
marily removed months ago, and Gov.
ernor Crounse’s conduct in retaining
him is inexcusable. Carncau spent
#16,000 for a hideous state building that
could be duplicated for not to exceed
85,000, and there he stopped. There is
no state exhibit. The balance of the
money has largely gone into the pockets
of Mr. Guarneau and his retainers for
“oxponsen.” He has shamed Nebrasks
and squandered Nebraska's money, and
Governor Crounse has smiled approv.
ingly. Garneau ought togo immediately.
The public wouldn't take it very much
to heart it Crounse went, too, They are
both mistakes,
